" ‘They were witnessing in Chins at 
the present time a twofold struggle,

and. which had, in’ fact, been seti 
in motion by Westerners themselves. 
They were told that. the. great sim 
of the Nationalist Government was 
to improve the conditions of the 
Chinese people. To this no man 
lcould take exception.

_ Itvwas extremely interesting to 
turn to the South for an example 
of this. The Nationalist system was 
being-tried aut in Canton. Chinese 
merchants who held vested interests 
in that city were called upon ‘to 
make ‘large coftributions to the 
Nationalist Government, and_at the 
same time .to pay huge wage hills 
to their workers. In consequence, 
large numbers of these men were 
now applying to tha Hong Kong 
Government for land in Kowloon 
and the’ New Tefritories, “where, 
being under British control,. they 
were assured of-known and limited 
taxation. 5 pee? 


Shanghai's Position. 


The position of Shanghai in this 
economic struggle was of very great 
interest, They had ‘here the largest 
accumulation of capital probably 
ever made by Western endeavour 
in Asia, The economic question in 
this city might be warded off for a 
very long time, but on the other 
hand it might well become o vital 
issue in the near future— 

It was the'speaker’s'intention, he 
continued, to go up to Hankow rid 
if possible into Honan and other 
places, to study the economic con- 
ditions under the Nationalists. In 
Hankow’ he very much hoped to see 
his old friend Eugene Chex, and he
